STERN WARM 
I FOR JAPAN 
Germany’s capitulation will release a tornado of mili­ 
tary power against the remaining world enemy—Japan 
Japan yesterday received stern warning from both 
President Truman and British 
ime Minister Churchill 
of the storm which wall r nu hor un ii she surrenders 
unconditionally. 
Mr. Trum 
. however, injected a sig­ 
nificant note which is receiving wide attention. He held 
up to the Japanese people the at!vantages of capitula­ 
tion, and concluded a statement to the press with this: 
“It (unconditional surrender) means not prolonging 
the present agony and suffering of the Japanese in the 
vain hope of victory. 
“Unconditional surrender does not mean the exterm­ 
ination or enslavement of the Japa'lese peopled’ 
Many congressmen looked on this statement as mak­ 
ing it easier for the Japs to quit 1 a ir suicide war. Some 
legislators also thought, it lent support to rumors of 
Nipponese peace overtures. 
Wei I, it’s legitimate for us to eonsi ler the possibilities 
of an early surrender, if we do so cautiously. The Jap­ 
anese leaders already know they e beaten, and on this 
basis the more moderate element might force a termin­ 
ation of the conflict as a m atter o iiurse-sense. 
However, we shall be foolish ii we don’t follow the 
lead of our high command, which may recognize this op­ 
portunity but most certainly doesn't accept it as a prob­ 
ability. 
We are going right ahead with all-out war, 
which among other things contemplates invasion of 
Japan. 
The fall of Germany is a terrific blow to Japan. The 
London Daily Mail sums ii]) the situation graphically 
thus: The‘Japanese leaders realize what their people are 
only just beginning to realize—that Germany has been 
the real outer defense of Japan, that the frontiers of 
Japan have been protected by the Rhine, that the death 
throes of the Third Reich are the first spasms of Jap­ 
an’s own death agony, and that Japan without Germany 
is in much the same unenviable position as a tortoise 
without its shell. 
Burma has been the shield of Japan’s position in 
southeast Asia. 
The loss of this bulwark may prove 
to be a strategic catastrophe since it uncovers all the 
Jap-held territory between tho China border and Singa­ 
pore. 
Malaya and French Indo-China also become 
vulnerable to Allied attack. 
We soon shall see great cl velopments in the Pacific 
war. 
One of the earliest will be intensification of the 
bombardment of the Mikado’s home domains. 
Japan 
is on the verge of terrible punishment.
